CHAPTER ONE 


For God... 


“For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’ (John 3:16). 

John 3:16 begins where Gen. 1:1 
begins—‘“‘In the beginning God” 
(Gen. 1:1); “For God” (John 
3:16). In the beginning of creation 
—-God. In the beginning of re- 
demption—God. Without God no 
creation, and without God no re- 
demption. 


GOD is the greatest word in 
human language. It is a measure- 
less, fathomless word. It has no 
height, nor depth; no length, nor 
breadth. It is a universal word. It 
will attract attention in whatever 
country you go. There are no peo- 
ples, no tribes, no tongues, no na- 
tions in the whole world who do 
not believe in the existence of a 
supreme Being. We do not say 
that they know and worship the 
true and living God, but they do 
recognize a deity. Furthermore, 
the worship of that deity domi- 
nates the life of the community. 

Several years ago the author 
was in Indianapolis. Walking down 


a street he espied a Chinese laun- 
dry and decided to do a little 
foreign missionary work, that is 
to go to China in Indianapolis. 
The Chinaman stood with blank 
face and shook his head at every 
reference to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Finally the writer mentioned the 
word “God” and immediately the 
Chinaman’s face changed. He 
smiled, nodded his head and said, 
“Oh, God?” “Yes, God.” He 
quickly stooped, reached behind 
the counter, and then placed upon 
it a squat, ugly image that was 
God to hjm.

Existence 


The atheist says, “There is no 
God.” John 3:16 stands up and an- 
swers, “For God.” God declares 
the atheist to be a fool. ““The fool 
hath said in his heart there is no 
God” (Psa. 14:1). The man who 
denies the fact of God is a fool 
because the fact of God is posi- 
tively established by the works of 
His hands. God Himself is the 
Instructor of men. In Rom. 1:20, 
we are told that revelation of God 
was given “by the things that 
were made.” It tells how long the 
revelation has been in existence 
“from the creation of the worid.” 
From the beginning of creation 
God could be known by that which 
He created. This verse also tells 
us what has been revealed—"The 
invisible things of Him”: that is, 
His eternal power and Godhead.

fundamentally love. He is loving 
because He is love. 


Words can no more define love 
than they can depict God. God 
said, “Let there be light” and 
there was light, but you never 
read that God said, “Let there 
be love” and there was love, for 
love is Himself. Love has no origin 
because love is God and God has 
no origin. When you talk of the 
Incarnation of God, you talk of 
the Incarnation of love. When 
you talk of the manifestation of 
God, you talk of the manifestation 
of love. When you read of the 
sacrifice of love, you read of the 
sacrifice of God, for it is the sacri- 
fice of self. 


Helms has written of love: 
“When we study the attributes of 
God, they are, after all, only dif- 
ferent ways of spelling His love. 
His omnipotence is but the arm of 
His Love. His omniscience is but 
the medium through which He 
contemplates the object of His 
love. His wisdom is but the scheme 
of His love. The offers of the gos- 
pel are but the invitations of His 
love. The threatenings of His law 
are but the warnings of His love. 
They are the hoarse voice of His 
love saying, ‘Man, do thyself no 
harm.’ They are but a fence of 
love thrown around the pit of de- 
struction to prevent rash man from 
rushing to his ruin. His tears are 
but the dewdrops of His love. His 
justice is love dealing righteously. 
The earth is but the theatre for 
the display of His love. What is 
heaven but the Alps of His love, 
from whose summits His blessings 


flow down in a thousand streams 


to water and refresh the world? 
No marvel that the disciple who 
felt the beat of that great heart 
shouted, ‘God is love!’ ”’ 


“For God” Announces His 
Purpose 


These words look not only for- 
ward; they look also backward. 
“For God” compels a considera- 
tion of the verses which precede, 
and to the writer the preceding 
verses are among the most pre- 
cious in the Word, for they are 
the text used by a faithful preach- 
er on that night when God for 
Christ’s sake forgave his sins and 
transformed him into a new crea- 
ture in Christ. John 3:14 and 15: 
“And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever believeth in him 
Should not perish, but have eter- 


nal life.’ The record of the brazen 
serpent is found in Numbers 21. 
Israel, in the wilderness, sinned a- 


gainst God. In consequence, God 
sent fiery serpents among them, 
which bit many and caused death. 
When the people cried to God, 
He instructed Moses to make a 
serpent of brass and to put it up- 
on a pole so that it might be seen 
by the people, and when a serpent- 
bitten and dying Israelite looked 
upon that brazen serpent upon the 
pole, he lived. This case of phy- 
sical salvation in the Old Testa- 
ment illustrates spiritual salvation 
in the New Testament. How start- 
ling! In the midst of the seeth- 
ing, writhing, shrieking mass of 
humanity there rises a lonely pole. 
In the midst of vast hordes of hu- 
man _ sinners, sin-bitten, dying, 
there rises a lonely Cross! 

The brazen serpent was made in 
the likeness of that which brought 
death. Even so Jesus Christ was 
made in the likeness of that which 
brought death, for “sin entered 
the world and death by sin,” and 
“He who knew no sin was made 
to be sin for us.’”’ God’s promise to 
the serpent-bitten Israelite was 
that the one who looked would be 
healed. When Moses put the ser- 
pent on the pole, the means of 
salvation was cempleted. When 
Tesus Christ died upon the Cross, 
He did a finished work. It takes 
only a look of faith to Him to de- 
liver from sin, 

John 3:14 says, “Even so mus?.’ 
John 3:16 means, ‘‘For God must,” 
for God in love is dealing with sin. 
How does love always deal with 
sin? What can love do for sin but 
spend itself in redemption? What 
ean God, Who is love, do for the 
sinner but pour Himself out in 
eostly sacrifice to redeem? ‘“‘Here- 
in is love. Not that we love God, 


hut that He loved us and sent 


His Son to be a propitiation for’ 


our sins.”’ The Cross is love stoop- 
ing to redeem. There would have 
been no Cross if God had not lov- 
ed the world. 


Someone has said, “God is the 
greatest of all advertisers. In 
order to attract the attention of 
the world to His love for it, He 
shows the Cross. Calvary is God’s 
advertisement of His love. Can 
any other means be thought of 
that could be used with more tell- 
ing effect?” You might not like 
the phraseology, yet it is true that 
no one can view the Cross and 
doubt the source of that sacrifice 

the love of God. “God was in 
Christ reconciling the world unto 
Himself.” 


“Hast thou ever seen the Lord, 
Christ the Crucified? 


Hast thou seen those wounded 
hands? Hast thou seen His 
side?

The purpose of God has to do 


with His marred creation, for 
God's love is seen in both crea- 
tion and i inecarnation. Clow is 


right when he says that love must 
create. It cannot be inactive. It 
must plan and toil and spend its 
resources and exert its energy. 
“God does not love the world sim- 
ply because He created it. He 
created this world of life and 
beauty and order because He is 
love. It is always love that builds 
a home. It is always love that 
makes a garden. It is always love 
that peoples a wilderness.” 

But God is a personal Being, 
and so must have a personal love. 
He cannot be satisfied with a gar- 
den or wilderness. Personal love 


demands personal love, and so 
God said, “Let us make man in 
our image.’ He created man that 


man might respond to His love. 
Man was made in the image of 
God. He came from the hand of 
God, but he broke away from 
God. However, it still stands that 
it was for love that God created 
man; and we believe that there 
is still something that ties man 
back to God. We know that the 
sinner is not the child of God, but 
the sinner is the creature of God 
with an intuition that relates him 
to God. 

In the early days of Ohio, while 
it was still an unbroken forest, a 
young husband and his wife went 
into the dense woods and built 
a little home. They were alone, 
save God and the baby—yes, the 
babe. The husband struggled to 
make that wilderness blossom as 
the rose. One day, when the babe 
was two anda half years old, hear- 
ing its father’s axe sounding in the 
far off wood, it toddled out among 
the trees to find the father, but 
alas! it followed the echo rather 
than the axe, and wandered far. 
Some roving Indians going 
through picked it up and took it 
with them to the far Northwest. 

That father and mother hunted 
for days. They tried to live in that 
little cabin, but they couldn't 
stand it. There were the cradle 
and the crude playthings, and the 
sand pile. They left them all and 
went into far Wisconsin. 


Fourteen years they lived with 
heavy hearts, and then one day 
there came news that some In- 
dians at the trading post had a 
girl with them that did not look 
like an Indian girl, and the father 
went like a wild man to see that 
girl. Their babe had had a mole 


‘|}on the right shoulder. This girl 


had a mole on her right shoulder. 
He told her that she was his 
daughter, but this white Indian 
girl laughed in his face. He got 
the mother, and she was convinced 
that this was their child. She fel] 
on the ground and hugged the 
girl’s feet. But that girl, her 
Aaughter spat voon her mother. 
|The mother sank to the ground, 
torn with a sorrow unto death. 


At last, almost beside herself, she 
broke out in the cradle songs she 
used to sing over the little babe: 
“Rockabye, Baby,” “Papa’s Pet,” 
“Home, Sweet Home.” The girl 
raised her eyes as in a dream, 
looked up, gazed afar, walked as 
in a trance, and threw herself into 
her mother’s arms. She had heard 
the voice of long ago calling her. 
There was her tie to her mother. 
God created man long ago, long 
ago, but man was carried captive 
by Satan. Nevertheless there is 
the tie—the voice of God in the 
soul of man that says, “Thou art 
Mine.” 

We doubt that an atheist ever 
lived. We, too, once read Bob 
Ingersoll, Tom Payne, and the 
like, and parrot-like quoted their 
infidelity, but it all came from a 
fool who said in his corrupt heart, 
“There is no God,” doing his best 
to disregard the fact of his tie to 
God, and his responsibility to his 
Maker. : 

When man sinned, God came 
seeking him, walking in the gar- 
den in the cool of the day and cry- 
ing, “Where art thou?” I like 
the comment of Griffith Thomas 
on this question: “‘Where art 
thou?’ This is the call of Divine 
justice which cannot overlook sin. 
This is the call of Divine sorrow 
which grieves over the sinner. 
This is the call of Divine love 
which offers redemption for sin.” 
It was this Divine love which 
wrought out that redemption by 
way of the Incarnation and the 
Cross. 

When John B. Gough, the great 
temperance orator, was entertain- 
ed by some friends in an eastern 
city, the mother of the household 
called him aside and asked him 
to go to her son Edward and have 
a talk with him.

was led by the Spirit into the 
wilderness” (Luke 4:1). 

All Scriptures regarding His 
betrayal and His crucifixion and 
His suffering were fulfilled to the 
very letter. The wonderful fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah, given sev- 
en hundred years before the death 
of Christ, was fulfilled in per- 
fect detail. “He was oppressed, 
and he was afflicted, yet he open- 
ed not his mouth: he is brought 
as a lamb to the slaughter, and 
as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so he openeth not his 
mouth” (Isa. 53:7). 

In His death, Isaiah prophesied 
that He would be numbered with 
the transgressors, and that He 
would make His grave with the 
wicked. and with the rich in His 
death. This was fulfilled exactly 
as given. 

I have given this introduction to 
say to you that this same Jesus 
shall so come in like manner as 
He went away into Heaven. Christ 
said, “I will come again.” 


I. Consider the Prophecies of 
the Second Coming 


In the two hundred sixty chap- 
ters of the New Testament, the 
second coming of Christ is men- 
tioned three hundred _ eighteen 
times. At least one verse in ev- 
ery twenty-five from Matthew to 
Revelation speaks of the coming 
of our Saviour. The certainty of 
His return is established. ‘The 
Word of God repeats it again and 
again in the most explicit and un- 
mistakable terms. If words mean 
anything at all—if the Bible is 
true, Christ is coming again. 

Notice a few verses: 


“And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be al- 
so.’—John 14:3. 


“Which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up 
into heaven? this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven.”’—Acts 1:11. 

“For our conversation is in héa- 
ven; from whence also we look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ: Who shall change our vile 
body, that it may be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body, according 
to the working whereby he is 
able even to subdue all things un- 
to himself.”—Phil. 3:20, 21. 


“For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a 
Shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shull 
rise first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, 
to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” —I Thess. 4:16, 17. 


As we examine the case, there 
are certain things that we know. 

First, Christ is coming again 
from Heaven. The men in white 
apparel said this. “He shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.” Our 
Lord is now at the right hand 
of the Father interceding for us. 
Some day at the Father’s word 
He is coming. 

Second, we know that He is

Do 
you believe it?

coming down to this earth. The 
coming of our Lord is in two 
Stages. First, He comes for the 
Saints, and second, He comes with 
the saints. His coming for the 
saints is expressed in John 14, 
when He said, “I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself.” 
The Apostle Paul took up this 
matter when he told of the rap- 
ture of the saints. Furthermore. 
Christ is coming down to this 
earth to reign. The angel told 
Mary, “He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the 
Highest: and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his 
father David: And he shall reign 
over the house of Jacob for ever: 
and of his kingdom there shall be 
no end” (Luke 1:32, 33). 

Third, He is coming personally. 
Death is not the second coming of 
Christ. Some would like to teach 
that it is. Even a casual examina- 
tion of the evidence will show that 
it is not the second coming. When 
Jesus comes again, certain things 
will take place. The dead in Christ 
shall be raised, the saints will be 
changed. These things do not take 
place when a person dies. 


Others have said that Christ 
has already come to this earth in 
the person of the Holy Spirit. 
Such people do not know the 
Scriptures. When the Holy Spirit 
came, the dead did not arise from 
the graves. Our vile bodies were 
not changed. The other events 
which will surround the coming 
of our Lord did not take place; 
therefore, the coming of the Holy 


Spirit was not the coming of 
Christ. Christ is coming in per- 
son. 


Fourth, He is coming in bodily, 
visible form. “This same Jesus.” 
This same Christ, with the nail 
prints in His hands and feet, with 
the mark of the thorns upon His 
brow—-this same Jesus is coming. 
He will be seen of men. First, He 
comes to receive His own, and 
second, He comes with His own 
down to this earth to reign. 


We have touched upon a tiny 
portion of the great volume of 
Scripture on this subject, but it 
will be enough to establish the 
fact in your mind that Christ 
is coming again. 


II. Notice the Purpose of 
His Coming 

He is coming to raise the dead. 
“And the dead in Christ shall rise 
first.” Paul tells us, “And the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible.” 
Blessed day when the Son of God 
comes again, and the graves will 
open, and the dead in Christ shall 
arise. 

Second, He is coming to receive 
His own. Both the dead and the 
living children of God will be 
caught up into the air to meet 
our Lord. The dead will be raised 
and we shall be changed. All of 
this will happen in just a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye. ““Then 
we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air.” He is coming to 
fulfill the promise He made te His 
disciples before He went to the 
cross. “I will come again and re- 
ceive you unto myself.” If Christ 
does not come, He is a liar and 
an impostor. Thank God, He is 
neither—He is the Son of God, 
eternally true. 

Third, He is coming again to 
reunite those who have been 
separated by death. Reunions are 
happy occasions. The coming of 
Christ and the reunion of the sav- 
ed will be a happy occasion. You 
are going to look again at the 
faces of mothers, fathers, sons and 
daughters, friends and loved ones 
who have gone from you by the 
way of death. “What a day of re- 
joicing that will be.” 

He is coming to reign on the 
earth. Christ is going to reign up- 
on the throne of David. The gold- 
en age will extend for a thousand 
years. “Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resur- 
rection: on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall he 
priests of God and of Christ, and 
shall reign with him a thousand 
years” (Rev. 20:6). 

If the coming of Christ to reign 
on the earth is denied, then the 
entire teaching of the second com- 
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ing of Christ has little point. If 
the fact of His reign can be spirit- 
ualized, then all other events re- 
lating to His coming can likewise 
be spiritualized and cast aside. 

In a recent issue of our State 
Baptist paper, one of our pastors 
has this to say about those who 
believe in the premillennial second 
coming of Jesus Christ. I quote: 


They are—many of them—ir- 
itable and pessimistic in that 
they believe the world is getting 
worse all the time, and that 
nothing will save the world but 
immediate return of our Lord. 
They seem to be blind to the 
steady spread of Christianity, in 
evangelism, education, hospitali- 
zation, benevolences, and the ir- 
resistible influence of the local 
churches around the world, and 
that these denominational ad- 
vances have moved in the ful- 
fillment of prophecy, and with 
the presence and power of the 
living Christ. 


The only thing wrong with this 
statment is that it is all wrong. 
First, those who believe in the 
second coming of Christ, as it is 
taught in the Bible, are not ir- 
ritable and pessimistic. He gives 
one word of truth when he says 
that we believe nothing will save 
the world but the immediate re- 
turn of our Lord; however, this 
needs to be qualified. The pur- 
pose of our Christ in this day is to 


take out a people for His name. | 


The world will not be saved. but 
Christ will come with His own and 
will reign upon this earth.

The number is increasing year by 
year. Two-thirds of the world is 
yet untouched by the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. In spite of all 
churches, evangelism, schools, hos- 
pitals, and so-called “irresistible 
influences of the local churches’’— 
in spite of all these things, Satan 
is running rampant, sin has in- 
creased, and the world is not be- 


ing won to Christ. This does not 
bring pessimism—this brings a 
challenge. The challenge is to get 
the gospel out to as many people 
as possible, and to win many to 
our Lord before His coming. 


Christ is coming to _ reign. 
Zechariah tells us that His feet 
shall stand in that day upon the 
Mount of Olives. Matthew 25:31 
tells us, “When the Son of man 
shall come in his glory, and all 
the holy angels with him, then 
shall he sit upon the throne of his 
glory.” Jude tells us, “And Enoch 
also, the seventh from Adam, 
prophesied of these, saying, Be- 
hold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousands of his saints, To exe- 
cute judgment upon all, and to 
convince all that are ungodly a- 
mong them of all their ungodly 
deeds which they have ungodiy 
committed, and of all their hard 
speeches which ungodly sinners 
have spoken against him.” 

I have given you enough to 
start you thinking and studying 
upon this subject. Think long up- 
on the purpose of His coming. It 
means much to you and to your 
loved ones. 


Ill. The Power of His Coming 


We are going to think for a 
few moments upon what effect 
this truth will have upon you. 

First, the fact of His coming 
comforts us. When Paul finished 
that wonderful passage in I Thes- 
salonians 4, the Spirit had him to 
add these words, ‘“‘Wherefore com- 
fort one another’ with 
words.’

There is dynamite in the truth 
of the coming of Christ. This doc- 
trine, believed, will mean power- 
ful churches. Wherever you find a 
church doing business for God, 
you find one that believes in the 
second coming of Jesus Christ. 
Study the book of the Acts and 
you will find that the early church 
was strong because of the faith 
in the return of Jesus Christ. 

This doctrine believed will make 
strong Christians. Crooked, stingy 
Christians will be brought in line 
with the will of God if they be- 
lieve this dynamic teaching. This 
is the reason why some people 
hate the truth of the second com- 
ing. Their lives are crooked and 
evil, and they do not like to think 
upon the fact of His return. This 
doctrine makes generous Chris- 
tians, missionary-minded Chris- 
tians, whole-hearted Christians. 
This doctrine brings peace to trou- 
bled hearts. Why worry and fret 
when Christ is coming and diffi- 
culties will be straightened out? 


In closing, I repeat that this 
glorious doctrine challenges us to 
give our best in witnessing for our 
Master. Christ is coming—for 
whom is He coming? He is com- 
ing to receive His own. He is 
coming for the dead in Christ and 
‘we who are alive and remain.” 
This, then, is a solemn fact: Those 
who do not believe in Christ will 
be left behind. Love for souls, as 
well as love for the second coming, 
will make uS speak to others that 
they might be prepared for the 
coming of our Lord. 

Lost friend, if Christ should 
come now, you would not be 
ready. Others would be caught up 
into His presence, but you would 
be left behind. If you have never 
accepted Christ, then you do not 
belong to Him. It matters not how 
educated, cultured, refined, rich, 
or religious you may be—if you 
have never taken Christ as your 
Saviour, you are not ready for 
His coming. Will you trust Him 
now? This is the time to get 
ready.

It was so when Joseph’s broth- 
ers down in Egypt and in trouble 
said one to another, “We are 
verily guilty concerning our broth- 
er, in that we saw the anguish 
of his soul, when he besought us, 
and we would not hear; therefore 
is this distress come upon us.” 
(Gen. 42:21). They did not know 
that even then their brother Jo- 
seph was alive and was dealing 
with them, as the ruler of Egypt. 
But conscience brought to mind 
the cries of the young boy whom 
they had put in a pit, whom they 
intended to kill, and then sold as 
a slave. Oh, God gives you a 
conscience to cause you to re- 
pent and to keep you out of Hell. 


Herod ought to have listened to 
his conscience. He beheaded John 
the Baptist; then when he heard 
of the miracles of Jesus Christ, 
his conscience burned within him 
and he said, “It is John, whom I 
beheaded: he is risen from the 
dead’’ (Mark 6:16).

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In Revelation 22:17, we are told 
in the words of Jesus, “And the 
Spirit and the bride say, Come.

He means 
to make you a new creature. 


How sweet it is to have Jesus 
come in and sup with you! That 
is a most intimate picture of the 
Saviour becoming one of your 
household, becoming friend, com- 
panion, elder brother, Saviour, 
teacher, and priest to you! 

Some people go to the church 
and to the confessional box and 
there they confess their sins to 
a priest, hoping that he can for- 
give them or get them forgiven. 
They go perhaps once a week or 
once a month. But you can have 
Jesus, God’s own High Priest, and 
not only in your house but in your 
heart, and not to see Him oc- 
casionally but to speak to Him 
day or night.
